Judicial  Opinion. 

Several  of  the  towns  in  tlie  State  of  Mnine 
baving,  in  public  meetings  vote.l  to  raise  the 
■urn  of  three  hundred  dollar*  as  a  commu- 
tation in  money  (or  such  of  their  citizens  as 
may  be  drafted  into  the  military  service  of 
the  United  States  under  the  law  passed  by 
Congress  for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the 
national  forces,  Governor  Coburn  has  taken 
judicial  advice  as  to  the  legality  of  such  a 
proceeding.  The  constitution  of  Maine,  it 
seems,  authorises  the  Governor  to  require 
the  "opinions"  of  the  Justices  of  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court  "upon  important  ques- 
tions efMtw  and  upon  solemn  occasions;"

raise  money  by  taxation  to  provide  commu- 
tations for  such  of  its  citizens  as  mav  be 
thus  drafted? 

The  .fudges  thus  addressed  have  given  an 
opinion  advers  to  the  legality  of  such  a  pro- 
ceeding. Under  the  national  aspects  of  the 
question  thev  argue  as  follows : 

"As  Congress  has  the  power  to  command 
and  require  the  services  of  each  citizen,  so 
it  may  prescribe  the  mode  and  manner  of 
obtaining  such  sevices.  The  obligation  of 
obedience  rests  upon  the  citizen.  It  is  part 
of  the  duty  lie  owes  to  the  Government 
which  protects  bis  rights.  The.  duty  is  per- 
sonal— that  of  each  citizen,  if  drafted,  the 
service  must  be  his  personal  service.  Ifa 
substitute  is  procured  'the  procuration  ol 
such  substitute'  is  to  be  made  by  the  per- 
son drafted.  If  commutation  money  be  paid, 
he  is  to  m  ike  such  payment.  A  friend  may 
volunteer  as  a  substitute,  or  may  aid  him 
in  procuring  whatever  sum  of  money  may- 
be determined  by  the  Secretary  of  War  as 
the  price  of  exemption,  as  he  may  aid  him 
discharging  any  oilier  personal  liability. 
But  the  liability — whether  to  serve,  to  pro- 
cure a  substitute,  or  to  pay  the  sum  fixed  as 
a  commution — is  in  each  case  alike  a  per ■ 
sonal  liability.  Each  is  as  much  a  personal 
liability  as  the  obligation  to  pay  a  tax  duly 
assessed,  or  to  discharge  a  debt,  or  to  per- 
form any  other  act  required  by  contractor  by 
statute." 

.  The  municipal  relations  of  the  question — 
that  is,  the  degree  in  which  its  solution  de- 
pends on  the  municipal  laws  of  Maine — are 
thus  expounded  by  the  Court,  whose  opinion 
under  this  head  will  be  understood  to  have 
exclusive  application  to  the  legislation  of 
that  single  Stale.    The  Judges  say  ; 

"It  will  be  perceived,  therefore,  that  the 
question  amounts  to  this — whether  a  town 
can  legally  raise  money  gratuitously  to  dis- 
charge the  pecuniary  obligations  of  the  citi- 
sens,  or  to  procure  their  exemption  from 
military  or  other  service.  Is  such  a  power 
conferred  upon  the  municipal  corporations 
of  this  State? 

"The  general  power  of  towns  to  raise 
money  is  given  by  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
18.08,  chapter 3,  section  26,  in  these  words: 
"The  qualified  voters  of  a  town  may  raise 
such  sums  as  are  necessary  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  support  of  schools  and  the  poor; 
lor  .making  and  repairing  highways,  vand 
town  ways,  and  bridges,  for  the  purchasing 
and  fencing  of  burying  grounds,  for  purchas 
ing  or  building  and  keeping  in  repair  a 
hearse  and  house  therefor  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  its  citizens;  and  for  other  necessary 
town  charges ' 

"By  subsequent  nets  further  powers  have 
been  conferred  upon  towns;  and  the  exercise 
of  doubtful  powers  ban  been  confirmed  by 
legislative  authority.  But  the  raising  of 
money  under  statutory  provisions  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  General  Government  is  manifestly 
to  be  distinguished  from  raising  money  for 
purposes  so  different,  unauthorized  by  any 
existing  law. 

"The  words  'other  necessary  town  charges' 
do  not  constitute  a  new  and  distinct  grant 
at  unlimited  power  to  ra'se  money  for  anv 
purpose  whatsoever,  at  the  will  und  pleasure 
of  a  majority.  They  embrace  all  inciden- 
tal expenses  arising  directly  or  indirectly  in 
the  due  and  legitimate  exercise  of  the  var- 
ious powers  conferred  by  statute 

"While  towns  may  raise  money  to  dis- 
carge  all  liabilities  in  the  performance  of 
their  multiplied  municipal  duties,  they  can- 
uot,  unless  new  powers  are  conlerred,  or  an 
excess  of  power  receives  a  subsequent  legal 
ratification,  transcend  the  authority  given 
by  the  .statute,  and  incur  liabilities  in  no 
way  arising  in  the  course  of  its  exercise. 

The  Court  conclude  their  opinion  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Were  a  town  to  raise  money  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  favored  individuals,  the  tax  as- 
sessed for  such  a  purpose  could  not  for  a 
moment  be  upheld.  Still  less  can  it  be  when 
the  obvious  and  inevitable  tendency  of  it 
would  be  to  defeat  the  object  for  which  the 
act  of  Congress  before  referred  to  was  passed. 
That  was  an  act  to  raitie  soldiers,  not  to  raise 
money.  Its  preliminary  and  special  purpose 
was  to  suppress  insurrection  by  means  of  an 
armed  force,  to  be  raised  in  pursuance  of  its 
provisions.  If  one  town  may  assess  taxes 
to  pay  the  commutation  money  of  those  who 
may  be  drafted,  so  may  all ;  and  the  Gov- 
ernment would  be  left  without  a  soldier  for 
its  protection,  and  the  nation  surrendered  in- 
to the  power  of  those  who  are  warring  for 
its  overthrow.  By  such  a  course  the  wealth 
and  taxable  property  of  the  community 
would  be  diverted  from  the  defense  of  the 
Government,  and  the  resources  of  the  State 
would  be  turned  to  its  destruction,  by  de- 
priving it  of  the  means  necessarv  for  its  pre- 
eerfat!6n. 

"We  therefore  answer  each  of  the  inter- 
rogatories in  the  negative." 


left,  in  succession  of  about  one  per  second,  and 
were  replied  to  by  as  many  of  our  own  guns. 
The  fire  of  both  our  own  and  the  rebel  guns 
passed  over  our  position  and  lasted  lor  over 
two  hours.  I  never  before  experienced,  and 
could  never  have  imagined,  anything  so  ter- 
rific. Whole  batteries  on  both  sides  were 
silenced,  limber  boxes  and  caissons  were 
blown  up,  huge  trees  splintered  and  cut 
down.  One  of  our  batteries,  (Woodruffs,  I  be- 
lieve,) a  little  to  our  rear  and  left,  lost  iis  chief, 
nearly  all  of  its  canonniers  and  forty-three 
horses.  It  wae  planted  among  a  few  scat- 
tering oak  trees,  nearly  forest  size.  One  of 
these  trees,  immediately  behind  a  gun,  was 
struck  eleven  times,  and  absolutely  hewn  to 
pieces.  Both  parties  had  a  perlect  range, 
and  both  meant  annihilation  to  the  other. 

As  soon  as  the  artillery  ceased,  the  enemy 
advanced  his  infantry  in  three  long  lines. — 
The  enemy  was  in  a  wood.  Our  forces  were 
on  the  crest  of  a  hill,  and  between  us  a 
sloping  plain  from  half  to  three-fourths  of 
a  mile  wide.  Over  this  the  rebels  came  — 
When  about  half  the  distance,  the  two  rear 
linea  deployed  into  close  column  by  divis- 
ion, and  moved  up  in  "grand  style.  For 
a  fe*  minutes  it  was  hushed  and  still, 
the  enemy  slowly  advancing  and  our  men 
wailing  in  breathless  silence  for  the  word 
"fire!"  About  one  brigade  conlronted  my 
position,  and  the  balance  of  the  line  stretch- 
ed to  the  left,  where  was  posted  the  2d  Brig- 
ade of  our  division,  and  (lie  column  in  mass 
directed  itself  upon  the  battery  on  the  hill, 
and  to  my  left.  Our  fire  was  almost  simul- 
taneous. 1  advanced  my  men  to  the  skir- 
mish-line  and  broke  the  line  of  rebels  ap- 
proaching our  front  almost  with  u  single 
volley,  when  the  2d  Brigade,  with  all  the 
artillery  that  could  be  brought  to  bear, 
poured  in  a  storm  of  inissiies  upon  the  right 
Hankers  and  column  and  charged  facing 
ihellaukof  the  column.  There  never  was 
such  havoc  made  in  so  short  a  time.  The 
whole  line  was  broken,  and  the  column  in 
mass  blown  into  the  air.  In  short,  our  bat- 
teries and  less  than  four  thousand  inlantry, 
had,  in  a  moment,  almost  annihilated  about 
Irom  ten  to  fifteen  thousand  of  the  rebels 
They  broke  and  ran  in  every  direction.  The 
around  was  covered  with  heaps  ami  winrows 
of  slain.  We  pressed  forward  and  the  old 
8th  captured  three  stand  of  colors,  and  drove 
in  a  regiment  or  so  of  prisoners.  There 
was  a  mass  of  men  lying  down  in  a  road 
that  we  enfiladed,  where  the  column  had 
passed,  and  as  the  line  broke  stuck  up  hand 
kerchiefs  and  coats  to  ask  us  quit  firing  — 
We  moved  down,  thinking  to  realize  a  larse 
number  of  prisoners,  but,  to  our  sorrow,  it 
was  a  nuns  of  dead  and  wounded  only,  and 
could  not  have  numbered  less  than  lour  or 
live  hundred.  Shell  had  exploded  among 
them,  and  our  flank  tire  had  swept  them 
down  by  companies.  We  helped  a  Lieuten- 
ant Colonel  and  Major  away  Irom  here,  but 
a  large  majority  of  both  dead  and  wounded 
could  not  be  moved,  as  it  was  still  under 
the  enemy's  picket  lines,  and  they  did  not 
choose  (o  allow  us  to  advance  to  that  point 
in  safety.  ' 

We  were  relieved  soon  after  this,  our  am- 
munition being  wholly  exhausted,  and  near- 
Iv  half  of  my  men  killed  and  wounded. 
Company  IJ  lost  all  of  its  officers.  Captain 
Miller  and  Lieutenant  Strange  were  severely 
wounded  and  Lieutenant  liayden  killed  — 
Captain  Nickerson  was  dangerously  if  not 
mortally  wounded,  Captain  Pierce  severely, 
and  Captain  Hied  also.  Lieutenants  Thome- 
berry,  Mahnahan,  Davis,  Farnam,  and  Mo- 
Risson,  were  all  wounded  and  sent  to  the 
rear  Sergeant  Major  Wilson  Parker  was 
wounded,  and  some  sixteen  Sergeants  were 
killed  and  wounded.  Captain  Lewis  was 
the  only  Captain  left  on  the  field.  Our 
whole  number  was  102  killed  and  wound- 
ed. 

The  little  remnant  left  of  us,  as  we  march 
ed  back  to  the  rear,  with  our  own  shatter 
ed  colors  and  the  rebel  battle-flags  was 
vociferously  cheered  along  our  lines,  and 
the  men  much  applauded  fur  their  gallant 
ry. 

1  have  now  150  officers  and  men  for 
duty  of  this  splendid  regiment  which  we 
brought  into  Virginia  two  year3  ago,  and 
our  losses  have  been  heavy  in  battle.  But 
four  or  live  prisoners  were  ever  taken  from 
us,  ami  deaths  Irom  disease  have  not  beeu 
numerous.

— We  have  re- 
ceived from  Frankfort  the  painful  intelli 
gence  that  Mr.  Crittenden  is  dead.  He  died 
yesterday  morning  at  three  o'clock.  This 
intelligence  will  thrill  the  heart  of  the  na- 
tion with  peculiar  grief.  It  will  add  a  fresh 
shadow  to  the  gloom  that  overhangs  our 
striken  land.  -And,  alas  I  it  well  may. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Crittenden  at  any  time 
would  have  been  a  national  bereavement; 
bis  death  at  this  time  is  a  national  calami- 
ty. It  is  scarcely  hvperbole  to  say  that  Mr. 
Crittenden  wasthe  good  angel  of  our  country. 
A  man  of  the  loftiest  integrity,  a  patriot  of  un- 
surpassed fidelity  and  of  unequalled  magna- 
nimity, a  statesman  of  the  mos\  extended  and 
varied  experience  and  of  unfailing  sagacity, 
an  orator  whose  golden  eloquence  was  the 
thrice-refined  spirit  of  a  just  and  honorable 
conciliation,  and  the  solesurvivor  in  active 
life  of  the  master-spirits  of  the  last  genera- 
tion of  statesmen,  whose  intellects  and  whose 
characters  reflected  upon  us  the  glory  of  the 
statesmen  of  the  Revolution  as  the  mountain 
tops  reflect  the  splendors  of  the  dying  day, 
he  above  all  other  men  in  the  land,  far  above 
ail  other  men,  embodied  the  spirit  and  the 
principle  to  which,  under  Providence,  every 
enlightened  American  looks  for  the  salva- 
tion of  the  Republic.

The  Triple  Plot. 

We  learn  from  an  authentic  quarter  that  our 
Government  i*  in  possession  of  some  curious  and 
interesting  information  in  rcgaid  to  the  late  in- 
vasion of  Pennsylvania  by  Leo.  The  plot  devis- 
ed by  that  commander  and  his  accomplices  in 
treason  win  an  excellent  plot,  but,  unfortunately 
for  the  rebel  cause,  it  failed  in  all  its  i  .rts. 

A  incssengor  of  the  rebel  Government  recently 
captured  was  found  in  possession  of  a  correspon- 
dence between  four  of  the  principal  military  chiefs 
of  the  rebellion — Beauregard,  Lee,  Bragg  and 
Adjutant  General  Cooper.  According  to  the  plau 
as  at  first  formed,  Lee  was  to  enter  Pennsylvania 
with  a  strong  force  and  keep  the  army  of  Hooker 
fully  occupied.  Lee's  troops  Were  composed  of 
the  Southern  army.  The  most  gallant  and  well- 
trained  regiments,  those  bodies  of  men  on  which 
their  commanders  could  place  the  greatest  reli- 
ance,.were  all  sent  to  Lee,  uud  those  which  were 
laSS  likely  to  distinguish  themselves,  or  compris- 
ed a  greater  portion  of  unwilling  conscripts,  were 
kept  for  service  nearer  home.  With  tho  force 
:n-.igned  him,  Lee  was  thought  able  to  give  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac  more  than  en. .ugh  tu  do. 

Meantime  Beauregard  at  Charleston  and  Bragg 
in  the  Southwest  wore  to  detach  u  body  of  chosen 
troops  from  the  forces  under  their  command,  who 
were  to  mr.ich  upon  Washington,  and  make  an 
attempt  to  unseat  the  Government  in  that  quarter. 
It  wns  thought  that  tho  Government,  divided  be- 
tween the  fear  of  leaving  Pennsylvania  defense- 
less and  the  necessity  ol  protecting  the  seat  of 
Government,  would  be  obliged  to  fail  signally 
in  one  quarter  or  the  other-«ihat  either  Washing- 
ton would  fall  or  the  chief  towns  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  all  the  rich  regions  surrounding  them  would 
come  into  tho  possession  of  the  insurgent  army. 

When  the  time  arrived,  however,  for  putting 
their  plans  in  execution.  Be  mregard  wroie  that 
the  Federal  forces  were  not  at  all  diminished  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Charleston,  and  that  he 
could  spare  no  men  for  the  Northern  campaign. 
Bragg  wrote  that  he  had  just  sent  ten  thousand 
of  his  troops  to  the  support  of  Joe  Johnson,  and 
that  the  force  under  Rosecrans  was  too  strong  to 
allow  him  to  part  with  another  man.  The  result 
showed  that  even  in  regard  to  the  invading  force, 
Lee's  expectations  had  been  greatly  too  high.  In 
the  battles  which  followed,  more  than  a  third  oi 
the  army  on  which  he  placed  his  dependence  were 
killed,  disabled  by  wounds,  or  tiken  prisoners, 
and  tho  rest  forced  to  make  a  sudden,  stealthy  and 
inglorious  retreat  into  Virginia,  while  the  scat 
of  Government  was  not  even  menaced. 

There  w.u  a  third  branch  of  this  plot  which  has 
failed  in  nn  equally  signal  manner.  Events  have 
shown  that  wbile  Lee,  was  to  invade  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  an  army  gathered  from  the  southern 
camps  were  to  attack  Washington,  the  agents  of 
the  rebellion  in  this  city  were  to  get  up  an  armed 
riot,  stop  the  progress  of  the  draft,  on  which  we 
relied  to  keep  our  army  full  in  point  of  numbers, 
and,  if  practicable,  revolutionize  the  city.  The 
three  operations  of  the  great  plot  were  to  be  sim- 
ultaneous. The  invasion  of  Pennsylvania  ended 
prematurely  :  Lee  was  forced  to  flee  from  the  soil 
of  Pennsylvania  before  the  riot  in  New  York  was 
begun  ;  the  attack  on  Washington  could  not  be 
made  for  want  of  troops  ;  and  the  riot,  which  its 
plotters  hoped  to  nurse  into  a  revolution,  was 
summarily  put  down  by  the  loyal  population.

By  authority  of  the  General  commanding 
the  department,  the  followingGeneral  Order 
is  made  : 

1.  It  is  ordered  that  no  forKge  or  other 
property  bdotnhrf  to  loyal-citizens  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky  be  seized  or  impressed 
except  in  oases  of  absolute  necessity,  and 
then  only  on  the  written  authority  from  the 
headquarters  of  the  Twenty-Third  Army 
Corps  or  from  these  headquarters. 

2.  Whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to 
seize  or  impress  private  property  for  military 
rmrposcs,  the  properly  of  sympathizers  with 
the  rebellion  and  of  those  opposed  to  fur- 
nishing any  more  men  or  any  more  money  to 
maintain  tlie  Federal  government  and  sup- 
press the  rebellion  will  be  first  seized  and 
irn  pressed. 

3.  The  negroes  of  loyal  citizens  will  not 
be  impressed  on  the  public  works  and  mili- 
tary roads  unless  absolutely  necessary.  The 
negroes  of  citizens  who  are  for  no  more  men 
and  no  more  money  to  suppress  the  rebel 
lion,  and  t h? s'lpporters.  aiders,  and  abettorj 
of  such,  will  be  tirst  impressed,  and  officers  de- 
tailed for  the  purpose  are  required  strictly 
id  observe  this  order  in  the  execution  of 
their  duties 

4.  All  horses  of  the  enemy  captured  or 
subject  to  capture  will  be  taken  possession 
of  by  Quartermasters  and  reported  to  Capt. 
Jenkins,  Chief  Quartermaster,  Louisville, 
who  is  ordered  to  allow  loyal  citizens  to  re- 
tain horses  to  supply  the  places  of  those  ta- 
ken by  the  enemy;  but  disloyal  persons  men- 
tioned in  paragraphs  two  and  three,  who  en- 
courage raids  by  the  enemy,  will  not  in  any 
esse  be  allowed  to  retain  captured  horses  or 
horses  justly  subject  to  capture. 

5.  For  all  property  seized  or  impressed, 
proper  and  regular  vouchers  will  be  given, 
with  endo'sement,  as  to  the  loyalty  or  dis- 
'ovalty  of  the  owners  of  the  property.

The  WicklifTu  party  "are  opposed  to  fur- 
nishing men  and  money  to  carry  on  the  war." 
Tne  military,  acting  for  the  Government,  in 
carrying  on  the  war,  have,  therefore,  in 
some  parts  of  the  State,  adopted  the  follow- 
ing rule : 

"Whenever  it  becomes  neressavy  to  im- 
press private  property  for  military  pur 
poses,  it  must  be  the  property  of  sympathi- 
zers with  the  rebellion,  and  those  who  art 
oppusid  to  furnishing  any  more  men  or  money 
toward  sustaining  the  Government  from  des 
truclion  by  armed  traitors." 

As  to  the  properly  of  the  Union  people 
who  are  "in  favor  pf  furnishing  men  and 
money"  they  have  adopted  this  rule  : 

"The  property  (negroes,  oxen,  timber  for 
fortifications,  wood  for  fuel,  corn,  hay,  oats, 
etc.)  ot  loyal  Union  men,  will  not  te  impress 
ed  except  in  cases  of  atsolate  necessity ;  and 
then,  only  under  Written  authority  from 
these  Head-quarters." 

Pretermitting  any  expression  of  opinion 
as  to  the  strict  legality  of  such  a  distinction 
we  must  confess  that  the  citizen  who  gives 
the  most  evidences  of  his  loyalty  will  fare 
niufih  better  than  those  whose  loyalty  is 
suspected  If  any  favor  is  shown,  it  ought, 
upon  common  principles  of  justice,  to  be  to 
the  friends  of  the  Government.  What  right 
have  those  who  are  disloyal  to  claim  an  ex- 
emption from  the  inconveniences  of  actual 
war?  Whether  it  is  right  or  wrong  to  make 
the  distinction,  there  is  one  thing  very 
certain,  that  military  commanders  have  rec- 
ognized its  propriety,  and  act  upon  it. 

Now  the  question  arises,  whether  'no  more- 
men-andrnor.cy"  to  put  down  the  rebellion 
is  disloyal,  and  whether  those  who  vote  for 
the  party  who  are  opposed  to  furnishing  men 
and  money,  do  a  disloyal  act  ?  We  have  no 
hesitation  in  trying  that  the  principle  is  dis- 
loyal, and  that  the  vote  would  be  a  disloy- 
al act.  Why,  look  at  it  for  a  moment.  "Men 
and  money"  are  necessary  to  fight  the  rebel- 
lion. Refuse  the  very  resources  and  means 
with  which  to  fight  it,  and  the  Federal  ar- 
mies are  withdrawn,  and  at)  open  field  left 
to  the  rebels.  The  gallant  soldiers  who  are 
now  stamiingguardover  the  lives,  the  homes, 
the  families,  the  farms,  and  cities,  and  towns 
of  Kentucky,  will  have  to  fall  back,  and 
leave  everything  to  the  devastation  of  rebel 
armies,  rebel  guerrillas,  horse  thieves,  and 
robbers.  Give  freely  "men  asd  money"  to 
sustain  the  armies,  and  they  will  give  you 
protection.  Refuse  "men  and  money,"  and 
you  are  left  to  the  tender  mercy  of  John 
Morgan  and  others.

Winchester,  Tenn.,  July*27. 

A  refugee  who  left  Chattanooga  on  Sun 
day,  the  19th,  furnishes  me  the  following 
statements :. 

Gen.  Bragg's  headquarters  are  at  Chatta- 
nooga, which  place  is  occupied  by  the  di vis- 
ton  of  Gen.  Claiborne;  the  other  commands 
of  the  army  are  stationed  at  different  points 
along  the  Knoxville  and  Western  and  At- 
lantic railroads  in  supporting  distance  of 
Chattanooga.  The  evening  before  leaving, 
tiiis  gentleman  held  a  iengthy  conversation 
with  a  friend, of  Gen.  Eragg'i staff,  and  was 
assured  that  a  dangerous  demoralization 
threatened,  which,  anicss  speedily  arrested, 
wouM  disintegrate  and  destroy  the  army. 
The  men,  the  officer  said,  were  despondent, 
and,  unless,  rallied  by  s>?nal  successes,  would 
prove  of  no  value  in  time  of  the  army's 
sorest  need.  He  expressed  the  hope  iiial  a 
disposition  would  spring  into  existence 
among  the  people  to  move  for  a  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Union. 

Bragg's  Chief  Engineer  deserted  and  deliv- 
ered b lmse!!  yesterday  to  our  pickets.  He 
is  at  present  whieh  Gen.  Sheridan  at  Cowan. 

He  confirms  the  statements  above,  and 
adds  that  the  hostility  among  the  troops, 
and  people  to  Bragg  is  firm  and  unrelenting. 
The  deiire  for  a  new  commander  is  general. 
The  troops  have  lost  confidence  in  Bragg, 
and  all  look  for  his  early  supercedure.  He 
represents  the  people  as  very  short  of  proven- 
der, and  almost  hopelessly  despondent.  The 
fall  of  Vicksburg  is  the  climax  of  this  sorrow. 

General  Hardee  has  been  relieved  from 
duty  under  Bragg,  and  has  been  assigned  to 
the  command  of  a  corps  in  Johnston's  ar- 
my. On  the  assignment  of  Gen.  D.  H.  Hill, 
of  North  Carolina,  to  the  old  command  of 
Hardee,  his  stBff,  who  remained  with  Bragg, 
remonstrated  and  were  transfered  with  their 
old  commander. 

Tennesseeans  are  closely  watched,  and  are 
Seldom  assigned  to  outpost  duty,  for  they 
never  fail  to  improve  an  opportunity  to  de- 
sert. Our  own  army  is  at  present  enjoying  a 
delightful  repose  after  the  fatigueing  march- 
es from  Murfree«boro.  A  portion  'of  the  ar- 
my is  resting  in  the  beautiful  valley  near 
Cowan,  at  the  foot  ot  tiie  Cumberland  Moun- 
tains. Gen.  Thomas's  headquarters  are  at 
Dei.!i£rd.  Gen.  Rosecran3  is  at  Nashville. 

Paymasters  are  enlivening  the  boys  with 
copious  showers  of  "greenbacks."  The  pay- 
ment of  General  Rousseau's  division  has  just 
been  completed.  Nothing  as  yet  has  been 
heard  from  Colonel  Long,  who  wa3  sent  to 
Athens  after  bushwhackers  when  General 
Stanley  quitted  Huntsville.  The  result  of  the 
expedition  to  this  place  was  the  capture  of 
nearly  one  thousand  horses  and  mules,  and 
between  five  and  six  hundred  negroes.
